llenry Foreman Shot by Thomiit 
Scliooleyl I 

About G>i o'clock last evening, as Mr. 
Henry Formau was seated ut supper vyiih 
his wife and married daughter, Mra. 

Schooley, in the kitchen of his rosidencb 
on Quebec street, ho was shot in two 
places by liis son-in-law, Thomas Shooloyt' 
and probably fatally wounvlod. i'orman^ 
bis wifoand daughter (tiio latter carrying'; 
hor infant child in her arms) ran out of; 
the back door, through the garden, aud; 
crossed the street, Mrs. Forman suppoit-' 
iug her husband into tho courtyard of 
Mr. James Anderson's residence, where 
tho unfortunato man fell, dyiug tho 
mantle of snow with his blood. Mr. An- 
derson aud his family, attracted by the 
screams of tho women, ran out and car- 
ried Mr. Forman into tho house, where 
bo received every possible attention until 
tho arrival of Drs. Ileliuckon and Davio, 
who found that one ball had gone through 
the left hand and another -ihrotli^h the 
chest aud right lung. The ball which in- 
flioted tho last and probably fatal wound 
passed entirely througli Mr. Forman's 
body and was found tlattonod amongst 
his clothes when tho medical attendants 
opened thorn. 

Word was sent to town for the Police 
and Qlficers BeeoUer, Olark . and; MoEan- 
bom arrived and ottemptbd to enter For- 
man's houser, whore Schooley had remain- 
ed and locked both hack and front doors, 
leaving a light burning in thodiniiigroom 
and one in the bedroom usually occupied 
by himself and wife.-. Tho oflicors, after 
calling him to oome out and getting only 
a curideln: reply, bcirslii^iix Jhe fion^ ;.tloor 
and dashed into the hall. At the end of 
the hall is a glass door oponing into tho 
diningroom, and just as ono of the ollicers 
opened this, Hehooley Htep])ed forward 
aud fired one shot with a revolver, driv- 
ing tho policemen b.ick into the street. 
Ho then camo to the front door, pistol in 
hand, muttered a few curaaa'and went in- 
side again, shutting the front door. Mean- 
while Inspector Bowden and Superinten- 
dent Sullivan arrived and concerted 
mems for soouring tho assassin. 

Mr. Forman made his dying dojiosition. 
Ho said that Schooley bad boon drinking 
freely for some days and had abused his 
wife and Mrs. FdraanYp^ "Wednesday 
night he threatened to horsewhip Mrs. 
Schooloy and acted in a frenzied luauner. 
Last evening when Mr. Forman came 
home ho found Schooloy, still in his cups, 
abusive and threatening, and for jjeaco- 
sake he decided to take his meal in tlie 
kitohen. . It was while in the act of con- 
veying a piece of meat on a fork held in 
his left hand to his mouth that Schooloy 
opened tho door leading into tho dining- 
room and tired with a revolver. The first 
ball j)asHed through Forman's left hand. 
Ho jumped up and made for tho back 
door. Schooloy lired again. Tho second 
shot passed throujh Forman's body as 
above stated. :The ladies were also lired 
at twice, but escaped aud ran to Mr. 
Anderson's house, where all were receiv- 
ed and Civred for. Mr. Elliott swore in 
several speeial constables aud tho police 
snrronniled llin liouse, armed with revol- 
vers and rilles. The assassin was heard 
moving about frei|ueutly, but it was not 
deemed advisable to force an entrance 
until about 11 o'clock, when Mr. W, H. 
Kaj' raised one of tho kitchen windows 
and ontorod tbut apartment. Ho then 
opened tho door and admitted Inspector 
Bowden and i)oIiceraan Clark. Tho three 
groped their way in the dark through tho 
house to Schooley's betlroom, the door of 
which Mr Kay found olosetl and Schooley 
lying agai'ist it. Ho i)mhoil open the 
door and seized tho wretch just as he was 
raising and had cocked a pistol to lire , 
iLiid pinioned him. After this gallant ex- 
ploit the Police entered tho room and 
linndcuirod Schooley, who seei.'od to be 
much under the inilaeuce of drink, aud 
carried bim (ho refased to vralk)'~'to the 
barracks, where he now ia. At Schooley's 
side wero a demijohn of portwino. a six- 
shooter, a derringer, and a Ijowio-knife, 
and as Mr. Kay entered tho room ho 
stepped upon the levolver audit went oil", 
doing no damage however. 

Schooley was only married a year and a 
half ago and has one child. HaUt^s been 
in the country a lone time and is a native 
of Pennsylvania. Mr. Forman is an En r- 
lishinan. Ho served ono ti'rni iis City 
Councillor and is highly respected. At 
12 o'clock last night he was supposed to 
be dying;

' .The arrival of tho steamoi- Emma from 
Nanaiulo, yesterday, with tho news of 
tho wreck (during tho great storm of Sa- 
turday and Sunday last) of tho lino clip- 
per shij) Panther, Capt. Balch, and the 
probable loss of the steam-tug Goliuh 
Capt. Libby, with all on board, caused a 
most painful feeling to pervade this oom- 
inunity for a short time; but tho arrival 
sooi, afterwards of the steamer North Pa- 
cilic from Pugot Sound, with tho gratify- 
ing news of tho safe arrival of thojljjjliah^ 
at Seattle, proved (jnitoa relief. /Tho~G6'-' 
liah towed the Pant!i'6rXb"dnfid for San 
Francisco) out of Nnuaimo ou Saturday 
morning last with 1750 tons of coal and 
prooeedod towards tho Straits. "When 
near ' San Juan Island, on tho 
samo night, tho vessels encountered 
tlio awful gale and after some hours b;:f- 
fetting tho Coliah was compolloil to cut 
tho hawser and allow the ship to drift. 
Capt. Balch at oucj set his canvass and 
tried to beat olf the shore; but about, two 
o'clock in tho'&oriiing the 8ti^p.^4|bifi^^ a 
rock, raised about six feet oui of the 
water and bounded over it. Tho pumps 
wore sounded and about feet of water 
found in the hold. Tho captain then de- 
termined to run for Trincomalio Channel 
and try to beach his vessel. Shortly bo- 
fore daylight the ship struck ou a reef 
wbioh' makes out from "Nairoyt Island, 
and lies midwoy in 'Irimcomalie Channel, 
where she remained when tho Emma saw 
her on Wodnosihiy submerged to tho 
weather-rail, Capt. Balch (whoso wife 
was on board) , his ollicers and crow had 
no dilliculty in landing on tho following 
uiorniug at the settlement, where their 
Wf^Dtjf vera nttended to by Mr. Sampson 
and other settlers, Tho Emma brought 
down dispatches from Capt. Balch for his 
owners and tho North Pacidc sailed last 
evening for tho scene of tho wreck to as- 
sist in saving the gear and furniture. Tho 
Panther's people, when tho Emma left 
them, wero of opinion that the Goliahliad 
gone down witiTnllbti board, and it would 
appear, from Ihb Seattle IntallUjeiicer Extra, 
that Capt. Libby was of tha same oxjiniuu 
with respect to tho fate of , tlio Panther 
and her people.

To the People of Britkli Columbia. 

ViuTOKU, Jan. 20th, 1874. 

The telegraphic summary of Mr. 
Mackenzie's late speech pul)li.sli- 
ed in your issue of Sunday la.st, tolLs a 
sound of alarm and Boleuiu warning, 
for the Legislature and inhabitants of 
British Columbia, 

Altiiough ihe precise nature of the 
alterations of the Terms of Union re- 
quired by Mr. Maokeade must be at 
present iuora or lisss a matter of con- 
jecture, still it seems prettj' certain 
that ho requires more time for the 
completion of the preliminary surveys, 
and an extension of time for coinmeuc- 
ing and completing tbo Railway. He 
is now, as heretofore, making the 
Terms of Union a means of abusing 
our frieuds, the late Maedonald Gov- 
ernment, aud of making capital for 
hid own iu Ontario, Quebec and the 
Maritime Provinces. 

While professing to wish to do away 
.mtli sectional feelings, ho at the same 
time is exciting that feeling at the ex- 
pense of British Columbia; complain- 
ing that British Cohiinbia has hud con- 
cessions granied to her, which nhe 
should not have had and which require 
remedial measures, thus evincing the 
hoUownessof Iuh pretensioiib to be the 
frioml of this Province. Hnch being 
tno case it is astonishing that so 
many "Victorians nliould be found 
to favor tho Mackenzie Government, 
do.sertiug at once their true, tried and 
faithf»,l friendfi, the Maedonald Minis- 
try ; buying, indeed, a pig in a poke. 

It is nevertheless more than proba- 
ble that the inhabitants of British Co- 
lumbia will not consent to the conce.H- 
sions and alterations reqaired by I\Ir. 
Mackenzie, bat will detuand the fultil- 
raent of tho treaty-r-tho Tei'ms, the 
whole Terms, nothing but tho Terms or 
nothing, porhaps, (should Mr. Mac- 
kenzie with a majority in tho Coinmoua 
attcMiipt to play tlie tyrant towartls this 
Province, by declining or neglecting 
to coustructthe Bailroa^ as agreed to 
by the "Terras of Uiiion.) a dissolution 
of pnrtiiersiiip. The Terms of Union 
are our only protoction. Whilst tliey 
remain intact and uiibrokcii by us, the 
honour of tho country is pledged to 
their iullilment — honour vs. a iiaiiia- 
mentary raaiority— allo-wing thpreis no 
mention of honour ii.i,;the ,)i8t .of jim- 
ports.I suppose it is'iu existence. 

Under such a condition of - things 
would it not ha voiw unwise on our 
i)art to attempt to alter tlio Terius of 
Union and to ruu into debt for tiio 
sake of some very small pro.sent ad- 
vantage in tho shape of a tr iliug ,^ii t ii r 
the Dry Dock or of being aliowoil to 
squaudor our own inhoritiuieo of nine 
hundred and fifty thoJHand dullari in 
prodigul "use.s and in debauching 
tho Legislative Assembly leav.ng, Br.- 
tish Columbia to fead on hujkd a year 
or two benca ? 

Suppose, for instanfe,tho local Gov- 
ernineut should be shoiT-.sighted 
enough to borrow of the Doiniuion 
Governiuenl a million of dollars and 
expend them, and to accept a capital- 
ized sum in lieu of tho guarantee for 
tho Dry Dock, British OoTumbi a woulil 
be in debt to tho Dominion to that 
amount. Let us farther auppo.so the 
Tonus of Union not to be fuliilled l>y 
tho Doiniuion Government, tho Hail- 
way , perhaps, not ovon commenced, 
much lesfliibuiHii tU© Tety Iftot; fof ;? otir 
being in debt to the Dominion, would 
prevent our demanding a peaceable 
dissolution of the ])arLnerbhip, or, at 
all events, of obtaining it or any other 
coinmeusurato advantage, siniply bu- 
oauae we could not pay what w.^ owe to 
bba firm and therefore nob be iu a posi- 
tion io compel bhom to aocede to our 
demands. We should havo, then, no 
oaso for appeal. To bo in debt to the 
Dominion would thus be equal to be- 
ing fottored, to boing nt tho raoroy of 
the Dominion Government and com- 
pelled to ewaUow Qfliy dose that the 
tyranny of Mt. Slaokon^ie and bis 
Otajori^ sUoold ploase to pretoiibe for 



British Columbia. It is all tery Well 
to say that tho new Government Woold 
do nothing of the' kinfd', and to ask ua 
to trust them. AVo can tj'iist "£Bim, 
whilst wo havo our : died"" of 
sottlomonfc intact and a firm grip upon 
the honor of the Government and tha 
country; but without them, it would 
be the case of the wolf and the lamb— 
tho powerful against the weak. 

It IS quite possible that this may ba 
the design oi the Mackonzio Govern- 
ment and explains its willingness to al- 
low British Colunibia to get into debt 
to tho Dominion , and to give a few pal- 
try thousands of dollars additional to- 
wards building the Dry Dock .(an ad- 
dition utterly useless for the purpose 
of tho Dock)in order to get the Terra* 
of Union opened and altered and the 
Province under^'; their^ thumb; but 
fortunately Mr. &rackenzie's late speech 
lets "tho cat out of the bag" very 
timely foriis, and gives us an opportu- 
nity of avoiding the nicely or clumsily* 
baited trap. 

Sarely, the Legislature will |avoid 
this trap, By determining that money 
shall not at present be borrowed, 
they will place themselves in the best 
positition to do battle for their country. 
Let Mr. Mkekenzio first state definitely 
aud plainly the concessions he re- 
jLiires or desires from the people of 
this province, and trust not to any 
ambassador or apologist, and then,* 
being without debt, they can 
grant them or not, as they > 
please, or make demands for 
the concessions they may choose to 
grant far exceeding the few paltry 
dollars for the Dry Dock on the ques- 
tionable advantasro and privilege of 
being allowed to s'pend our own, our 
country's, our children's inheritance 
spendthrift like fashion. "For 
the present, then, let us wait and keep 
our powder dry; and let all be united 
on this point, for in the union of our- 
selves and the Terms He our strength. 

But, Mr. Editor, although I only 
doubt very much the jx)wer of the pre- 
S2nt local Legislature to agree to any 
alteration of tho terms, I am perfectly 
certain they shonkl not do so until an 
appeal has been made to the people 
of the Colony for their approval or the 
contrary to any altera ions that Mr- 
Mackenzie or the local Goverment, 
may desii'e. The Terms of Union 
were ratified by them in this manner; 
their olteriition or amendment should 
bo ratified or rejected in a similar 
way. '.'
